1921

company was called out 44 times, 
for a total loss of $42,920. Total 
value of the property endangered by 
frie was $453,475, which shows the 
valuable work done by Ada firemen, 
they allowing only about ten per 
cent of the property to be destroyed. 
Insurance as carried on the pro­ 
perty to the extent of $295,100, and 
about 75 percent of the loss by fire 
has been paid, the report said. The 
loss this year exceeds that of las?

It is to the effect that a treaty with a foreign nation super­ 
cedes a state statute. The question -came up on appeal from 
California in which an Italian resisted the application of the 
alien land law enacted by the state. The court decided that 
the law is inoperative because it is in conflict with a treaty 
made with Italy in 1871. Without regard to the merits of the 
case this is a matter of grave 
importance.

Instead of fifty cents. In other words, 
lf $110,000,000 were expended annu­ 
ally for this creative and productive
